TALK OF A REPUBLIC, 


Colonel Page Croft, in the House of Commons 
yesterday, called attention to the conditions 
prevailing in Ireland. 

Chaos, he said, existed. There was no real 
Government in the South. Iveland was daily 
drifting. to civil war in the South and West, 
and to a religious war in the North. Something 
like 250,000 loyalists had. been abandoned in 
the South. What wero the Government going 
to do if steps were taken to set up a Republic 
in the South? 

Field-Marshal ‘Sir Henry Wilson urged the 
Government to make some provisien for the dis- 
banded members’ of the Royal Irish Consta- 
bulary. He suggested that they should be ac- 
commodated in old butments in England until 
they ‘could obtain employment. + It was all very 
well to say that they were in receipt, of. 30s. or 
£2 per week, but strangers coming to England 
‘would ‘find ii exceedingly difficult to obtain 
houses for their wives and families. 

He had two proposals to make to the Govern- 
ment. As far as be could see, the danger to 
Mr. Collins at present was that Mr. de Valera 
might declare a Republic hostile to Mr. Collins's 
Government. Now, as he understood the posi- 
tion, Mr. Collins was a friend of the present 
Government, and it would only be a triendly 
act on the part of the Colomal Secretary to 
announce now publicly what he would do if @

out some.furniture, and loaded it-on the

gust then a revolver shot was heard. 
It came so suddenly that Private Cachia 
alone seems to have seen anything of what 
happeued. 

He stated that after the car was loaded 
he went to the front of it to start the 
engine. Taylor, who had a loaded rifle im 
his hand, was near the car. He was 
standing at ease, when a civilian came in 
front of him and fired a revolver at him. 
Cachia, when starting the engine, heard 


la shout of “Hold them up” and then the 


sound of a révolver shot. He looked up, 
and a man who had been standing about 
two yards from Taylor turned and ran 
away. 

Cachia picked up Taylor's rifie and 
foliowed the man up Patrick street, till 
he disappeared in a laneway. Then he 
returned, and had Taylor taken to St. 
Michael's Hospital. 

It was found that the revolver bullet 
had touched the peak of Taylor's cap, 
passed through. his head, and thence out 
through the back of the cap near the top. 
Tt must have made a nearly level track. 
Brain matter was protruding from the 
head, but Taylor was still alive some 
hours after being wounded. . Dr. Harding, 
House Surgeon; Dr. P.A. MacDermott, 
F.R.C.S.1., and Dr. O'Connor, who 
examined him at the hospital, came to 
the conclusion that the case was virtually 
hopeless : only. a miracle. could -save his 
life. ' | 

Taylor is a native of Shefield. His vifle 
was found to be loaded and clean, no shot 
having been fired from it. 

According to another account, Privates 
Taylor and Cachia, when attacked, were 
fetching milk for the wives and children 
of. soldiers who were being embarkéa on 
the mail-boat at.

MR. ASQUITH ON TRADE 
SAFEGUARDS. 


Mr. Asquith, in the House of Commons yes- 
terdauy, drew atiention to the working and ad- 
ministration of the Safeguafding of Industries 
Act, which he deseribed as,a.luckless measure. 
Under’ Part T. whith dealt with “ key ” indus- 
tries, the Board of. Trade bad issued a acheduie 
enumerating about 6,000 commodities-—a mode! 
of painstaking end misdirected resdéarch. A 
considerable number of these -cothmedities hac 
never been prodficed in this country. He 
uuderstood that there were four hundred or 
five hundred appeals under the Act against 
various items in the list, of which not more 
than ten or eleven bad been decided. That was 
a. tremendous obstacle to the free course of 
trade. 

Jn regard to Part: I. of the Act, which, deals 
with dumping, he urged that a more prompt 
decision shoujd be taken by, the Board of Trade 
on reports sent in by the committee inquiring 
into the matter. One of the cases on which 
no decision had yet been taken concerned. toa 
import of fabric gloves, for the manufacture of 
whith manufactured cotton varn “was exporter! 
from Bolton to. Germany,. coming back in the 
shape of the finished fabric glove. The refusal 
to allow the importation of these glovés was 
regarded as a serious blow at Bolton. 

r. Baldwin said that: he had alwavs taken 
the line that Part 1. of the Ach would bo a 
useful piece of Tegislation. Under it he 
heped to see substantial progress made in’ 
ea number of very . valuable. industries, 
so that when the Act ° lapsed = these 
industries ‘might be able to face any’ competi- 
tion then confronting them. The reports 
coming in from the fine chemicals industry were 
distinctly cheering, as was the case with other 
imdustries. 'As to the refunding of duties, that 
was dealt with by the Act, and the Board of 
Trade had no further power. With regard to 
Part 2, there’ were outstanding appeals: in four 
cases. He vecognised that any delay in coming 
to a- decision was inconveniént for ~ the 
businesses concerned; but he hoped that the 
decision in these cases would’ be ready for the 
ratification of the House immediately after the 
Easter Recess.
